AGARD  Panels 

There  are  nine  AGARD  Panels  composed 
of  a  total  of  about  400  members,  who  are 
experts  actively  engaged  in  research, 
development  or  management  In  academic 
institutions,  government  establishments, 
or  industrial  enterprises  related  to  the 
aerospace  field.  Panel  members  are  ap¬ 
pointed  by  their  respective  National  Del¬ 
egates,  normally  for  a  term  of  3  years. 

Each  Panel  defines  a  program  of 
meeting  and  publications  in  its  own  spe¬ 
ciality,  within  the  general  constraints 
of  AGARD  policy  as  determined  by  the  Na¬ 
tional  Delegates  Board.  Panel  members 
are  responsible  for  enlisting  the  neces¬ 


sary  support  and  participation  fro*  their 
own  countries.
